Background of Invention 

Field of the Invention 

[0002] Th e present invention relates to a device for providing 

guidance in a decision making process and, more particu- 
larly, to a book having a plurality of pages, each alternate 
page bearing text that is self-contained and inverted with 

respect to the text contained on an adjacent page. 
Prior Art 

[0003] "Magic Cubes" and the like are well known in the art as 

aids in making a decision or answering a question. In or- 
der to use such devices, a question is formulated within 
the mind of the user. The "Magic Cube" or the like is then 



shaken or rotated to display one of a plurality of possible 
answers. The displayed "answer"may be useful for arriving 
at a correct answer. It is both fun and occasionally even 
helpful to use such devices when considering a problem. 
There is a need for such a device that presents many dif- 
ferent independent texts to provide different approaches 

for problem solving. 
Summary of Invention

potentially viable ideas for application to problem solving.

Brief Description of Drawings 

[0006] Figure 1 is a top view of an oracle book in accordance with 

the present invention. 
[0007] Figure 2 is a bottom view of the oracle book of Figure 1. 



[0008] Figure 3 is a top view of the oracle book of Figures 1 and 

2 opened to a page bearing text. 
Detailed Description 

[0009] Turning now to Figure 1, an oracle book 10 in accordance 
with the present invention is illustrated in top view. The 
book 10 has a front cover 11 having a title 12 printed 
thereon. The characters 13 comprising the title are up- 
right and legible. 

[0010] The book 10 of Figure 1 is shown in rear view in Figure 2 
in a position obtained by turning the book 10 of Figure 1 
over from right to left (or left to right). The rear cover 21 
bears the same title 12 as the front cover but is inverted. 
Figure 3 illustrates adjacent pages 31 and 32 of the book 
10 when the book of Figure 1 is opened by lifting the 
front cover 11. The text (#1 TEXT) 33 appearing on the 
page 32 is upright and legible while the text (#2 TEXT) 34 
appearing on the adjacent page 31 is inverted and illegi- 
ble. The user (i.e., a person seeking an answer to a posit 
or course of action required to solve a problem) picks ei- 
ther the front 11 or rear cover 21 to place in an upright 
position then opens the book 10 to a randomly selected 
page. The TEXT indicated on the open page may be a use- 
ful adjunct for consideration and may even suggest a so- 



lution to the problem. 

[0011] while particular embodiments of the present invention 
have been illustrated and described, it would be obvious 
to those skilled in the art that various other changes and 
modifications can be made without departing from the 
spirit and scope of the invention. It is therefore intended 
to cover in the appended claims all such changes and 
modifications that are within the scope of this invention.
